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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 28 has been amended to require that the composition comprise a delivery vehicle that consists of tranilast 
and biodegradable polymer such that the claim as amended requires further consideration and search. Furthermore, the requirement that 
the delivery vehicle consists of the tranilast and biodegradable polymer raises the issue of new matter and applicant has not pointed to the 
section or sections of the as filed specification that supports a delivery composition that consists of Tranilast and biodegradable polymer. 
Applicant's arguments with respect to Mori, Mori in view of Pope, Isaji, and Isaji in view of Akhtar are directed to the proposed amendment. 
Since the amendment is not entered and the arguments are not directed to the finally rejected claims, the arguments are moot with respect 
to the rejections on record. The provisional statutory double patenting rejections and the obviousness type double patenting rejections are 
maintained since the proposed amendment is not entered.
